Bergdoll, who exploits as an avia­ 
tor and autom obile racer earned 
him youthful fam e in sporting cir­ 
cles. tailed to respond w hen his 
draft num ber wag called in 1917, 
For two years be dodged arrest. 
Gut fiaally w'as captured by federal 
au thorities in New York C ity. On 
M arch 17. 1920, he was convicted 
and sentenced to five year* im ­ 
prisonm ent. 
Two m ouths later he received 
perm ission to visit big m other in 
Philadelphia and enroute eacaped 
from hts m ilitary guards. He then 
m ade his way to Germ any.

(D i of K entucky, who had been 
aided by Lewis in th© la tte r's ca­ 
pacity of D em ocratic whip. 
Although be bad served borh the 
states of W ashington and Illinois 
in congress. Lew is was a V irginian 
by birth. 
H e never told his age. 
but there w ere varying reports that 
he w as 72 o r 75 y ears old w hen he 
died. 
E lected From Illinois 
H e was elected to the senate 
from Illinois in 1912. but was de­ 
feated for a second term . 
In 1930. 
how ever, be “cam© back" and then 
was reelected in 1936. 
At one tim e, it was told around 
the capital. 
Lew ia never saw a 
street car w ithout doffing his hat. 
thinking perhaps

"E aster helps every believer to 
live a better life because the life 
he is living is an eternal one,” Rev.

Rev. Harding Declares

There la no more mystery to the 
resurrection of Jesus than there is 
to the mystery of life, declared 
Rev. U. Pl Harding, evangelist, at 
the E aster sermon in the First 
Church of the Nazarene Sunday 
morning.

Dr. Warren Concludes 
Presbyterian Campaign 
Two capacity audiences occupied 
the auditorium of the F irst Presby­ 
terian church Sunday as Rev. Alex­ 
ander W arren of New York City 
spoke on "The Meaning of E aster” 
In the morning and concluded his 
two-week series in the three local 
Presbyterian churches in the even­ 
in g . 
"Seeking God” was his

Rev. Kindsvatter Says 
Eternal Life Lived Now 


Eternal life after death depends 
upon w hether men and women live 
an eternal life on earth. Rev. John 
F. K indsvatter pointed out in his 
sermon at the St. John’s Lutheran 
church Sunday morning. His sub­ 
ject was “No Fear of Death.”

In the even­ 
ing the Sunday school presented a 
cantata, “The King Eternal.”

-J'HE man who moves tho big cir- 
•I cus tent has come to the aid of 
the dispossessed farmer, 
Ii is one of the few bright novel­ 
ties in a migrancy problem drab 
ami dreary in almost all other re­ 
spects. 
It came about this way: 
There 
are 50.000 to .75.UUU roving farm 
families, mostly in California, “fol­ 
lowing the crops." They stop a few 
days to cut anil crate lettuce. Then 
they move on to the carrot .fields, 
then to hoeing potatoes, and to the 
harvest of figs and oranges. Each 
Job may last only a few days for 
the majority of the 250.000 to 300.- 
OOO men, women and children. 
To most of them it is a far de­ 
parture from the farm homes they 
lost in the drouth and dust bowl. 
humble as they may have been. 
For months on end they have lived 
on 
ditch 
hanks, 
drinking 
ditch 
water and living under conditions 
the Farm Security Administration 
describes as miserable almost be­ 
yond belief. 


D I T the old circus technique has 
Ut come as a partial relief. Farm 
security found an engineer, George 
D. Harrington, once with Barnum 
and Bailey circus. 
He had also 
engineered for the Southern rail­ 
way. and for the army. 
He planned for Farm Security 
Administration a series of moving 
camp* which would follow the mi­ 
grant farm worker aud his family 


as they followed the crops. 
Each 
camp can be picked up — tent 
floors, shower and laundry rooms 
and the other necessary camp facil­ 
ities—In eight trucks and moved 
60 miles or more to the next spot. 
For a few lucky migrants, 14 per­ 
manent camps have been estab­ 
lished, where wooden floors are set 
up in rows over which the fugitives 
from the farm belt can pitch their 
tents. In each of these 14 camps, 
IO of which are in California, some 
50 families become permanent res­ 
idents. each with a small plot of 
ground upon which they raise veg­ 
etables. 
B 
UT, at best, these devices are 
designed only to relieve the 
misery while more permanent aid 
la developed. 
A sample of the 
more permanent aid which may 
grow up is on the noted Tagus 
farm run by ’’Clint’’ Merritt in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
While most California farming is 
on a mass production basis de­ 
manding peak supplies of labor at 
planting and harvest time, Merritt 
has diversified his crops so that 
peak demands are reduced. 
Each 
crop has a different planting and 
harvest time so work for 300 fam­ 
ilies is provided on the 7,000 acres. 
But at best the Tagus farm, the 
moving 'camp and the permanent 
camps barely touch the problem. 
The government does not know 
what to do with these wanderers, 
nor does CaliforniA, nor seemingly 
anybody.

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1907 Memo Motivates British 


Chamberlain Drops Appeasement Policy, Delves Into Past For Stand 


By MORGAN B E A T T Y

'’PWO years of experience in ap- 
I peaeement—and Neville Cham­ 
berlain gots back a full generation 
to tho musty files of the British 
foreign office and learns a lesson 
in foreign policy. 
The new Chamberlain attitude 
toward Germany, and his willing 
ness to play openly for halauce of 
power In Europe, is almost exactly 
the same as tho policy first pre­ 
scribed for Britain by the late and 
little advertised Sir Eyre Crowe, 
then counsellor of the foreign of­ 
fice. 
If you 
would 
understand 
the 
simple motives behind the British 
change of front In the 
present 
hour, go back to the Crowe mem­ 
orandum — first drafted 32 years 
ago. 
For you have it on the word of 
Lord Noel-Buxton, who makes a 
business of studying foreign 
af­ 
fairs, that Crowe was the one who 
made it a tradition of the foreign 
office to stand up to Germany. Says 
Noel-Ruxton; 
“In 
his famous 
memoran­ 
dum of 1907. Crowe asserted 
that Great Britain was faced 
with perpetual demands from 
Germany; 
that 
when 
these 
demands 
were 
satisfied 
by 
concessions, the Germans de­ 
clared that 
nothing now 
di­ 
vided the interests of our two 
countries; 
only 
lo 
produce 
after a short interval a new 
set of demands. 
“In 
Crowe's 
opinion, 
we 
should 
eventually 
he 
faced 
with demands that were abso­ 
lutely unacceptable, unless we 
earned Germany's respect by 
a firmer attitude and ceased to 
concede 
alterations 
in 
the 
‘status quo.’ . . .*’ 
CROWE bad in mind the Kaiser's 
desire to create a colonial em­ 
pire at the expense of Great Brit­ 
ain and France. 
When the Ger­ 
man emperor tried to elbow France 
out of 
Morocco in 1911. Britain 
adopted so-called "Crowism,” and 
let the German Imperialist know 
in diplomatic fashion that he had 
better lay off. or else—. 
Ile laid off. all right, hut he 
promptly started building his navy 
and tightening up the triple alli­ 
ance with Italy and Austria. 
The 
net result was the World war. 
It was Crowe, too. who helped 
draft the British idea of a league 
of Nations after the war. 
Strange 
as It may seem. Crowe's wife and 


mother were German, and he him­ 
self was born In Leipsig. 
But be 
feared 
German 
imperial 
ambi­ 
tions. 
His critics still sw ear the 
policy 
outlined by this publicly 
unknown strategist led Great Brit­ 
ain Into the World war. His friends 
say 
“Crowism" 
staved 
off 
war 
from 1907 to 1914, and held It off, 
through the League of Nations, an­ 
other 20 years after 1916.

r>OB DAVIS was 70 years old the other day and 
he does not look much older than be did 20-odd 
years back when he kept him self in the pink of 
condition by pitching rejected m anuscripts back at 
us. 


He got so much practice with our rejected manu­ 
scripts that he finally acquired a curve. He had a 
food fa it ball from the beginning. 
There was a trium virate of great fiction editors 
In those days who probably caught most of the fie- 
Hon th at was written. The other members were 
George Horace Lorimer. editor of the Saturday Ev*> 
ntng Post, and Charley MacLean, editor of Popular. 
Both Lorim er and MacLean are dead. Bob Davis 
has long since retired from the magazine gam* and 
spends all his tim e traveling over the world and w rit­ 
ing a column three times a week for The New York 
Evening Sun. 
He was telling us the other night th st he enjoys 
what he Is doing. For many years he was tied down 
to a desk. though even then we never noticed that 
his sedentary occupation interfered much with bis 
enjoyment of life. He was always a gusty fellow, 
fast talking and full of nervous energy. He dislikes 
long fiction stories. He wanted them short and 
speedy. He thought 3,OOO w-ords were enough to tell 
any story and 2,500 still better. 


T IE THOUGHT, and still thinks, plot is the great- 
1 * est essential to a story, which is something that 
may Interest young writers. He was a great hand 
for thinking up plots himself, but never had time to 
write them so he passed them on to his magazine 
writers to do what they would with them. Some 
magazine and picture titles that are famous to this 
day represented Bob's plots. He was commenting 
to us on the dearth of new fiction writer*, saying 
he had looked through a num ber of magazines re­ 
cently and discovered that over half the w riters 
were peopfe he had started off in his editorial days. 
Probably no living man has the American litersrv 
background of Bob Davis. He knew nearly all the 
short story w riters and novelists of the past 
4 0 
years and bought m anuscripts from most of them. He 
rem arked with considerable pride that he knew F. 
Marion Crawford, a name little known to the fiction 
readers of today, but a mighty popular novelist In 
his time, and a truly great artist at writing. 
He knew Stephen Crane, too, probably the most 
authentic writing genius this country 
has ever 
known, who died when he was only about 26 years 
old. Bob says Crane was about 19 when he met, 
him. and that you could spot the spark of genius in 
him a block off. Bob wrote an introduction to one 
of Crane's books in a posthumous edition. 
B 
OB was originally a western newspaperman and 
covered the Fltzsimmona-Corbett fight for the 
heavyweight title at Carson City, Nev., In 1897. He 
thinks to this day that Fitzsimmons was the great­ 
est heavyweight that ever lived and has w ritten a 
lot about him. 
Boh was on the New York Morning World when 
an editor noticed a story signed Sidney Porter th st 
he liked so he sent Bob out to find P orter to hire 
him to write introductions to Sunday stories for the 
paper. Bob soon discovered that Sidney Porter waa 
also O. Henry, then a little known w riter, and he had 
quite a time tracking him down to a room tn a 
small hotel. Bob remembers that it was the night be­ 
fore the Fourth of July and very hot, He found the 
man who was to become one of the greatest short 
story w riters in the history of American literature 
sitting in his shirt sleeves at an old fashioned wash 
stand that he was using for a writing table. On the 
table were half a dozen pears. 
“I’m looking for a man named Sidney Porter or 
O. Henry," Bob introduced himself. 
‘Tm both,” the w riter said. “Come In and sit 
down. W hat can I do for you?” 
“Give me three of those pears." Boh remember# 
he answered. 
H 
E HAD been told to offer O. Henry $10 per week, 
then $50 and finally as the top. $60. He made 
him the $60 offer first He recalls that O. H e n r v 
almost embraced him out of shoer gratitude, and 
that they had a big night together. 
O. Henry worked awhile writing for The World 
and one day Caleb Van Hamm, the managing edi­ 
tor. said to Bob: 
“I don’t like those stories that fellow O. Henry 
Is writing.” 
“Mr. Van Hamm.” replied Boh. seriously, "God 
heard you say that.” 
“I still don't like them.” said Van Hamm. “ H e 's 
fired.” 
“So am I.” said Bob, and he rushed off to tell O 
Henry the sad news, but at the same tim e signing 
the w riter to an eight year contract with himself 
as agent and telling him: 
“Now I’m going to make you rich." 
Probably he would have done it had O. Henrv 
lived long enough, but he died before he reached 
the peak of his financial possibilities 
Bob Davis 
is 70 years old now and is off for Africa and way 
points.

CLEVELAND, April IO—Astrono* 
mer-phllosopher 
Bertrand 
Russell 
predicted today a World war would 
start during 1939 from which Amer­ 
ica would emerge as "dictator of 
the world." 
Speaking at a city club luncheon 
forum, the English nobleman added 
such a conflict "will reduce Ger­ 
many, Italy, France and England to 
ruins. 
“After the war," he said, "no oth­ 
er nation will have money. The de­ 
vastated nations will have to bor­ 
row from your country to repair. 
You’ll impose stringent conditions 
on those loans and that will be 
world government. 
"Inform al world government, yes, 
but you’ll have It. That way you 
eau control unpam ent and perhaps 
the world will progress.’* 
Lord Russell asserted such a con­ 
flict might be prevented if Ameri­ 
ca would atmunce her Intention to 
battle any aggressor In the Inter­ 
est of world peace. “But that an- 
noumom ent will never be made,” 
he uaid.

Woman's Army 
I It is proper that it should be a 
^romans army for two reasons: 
first, because women traditionally 
hear the burden of care for the 
pealth of the household. 
It has 
always been her proud duty to see 
plat ber husband, ber sons, ber 
daughters and ail the dependents 
of ber household take proper care 
bf themselves. 
And second, it is 
groper because women suffer more 
from cancer than men. 
This dls- 
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ease killed more women in 1935 
between the ages of 40 and 65 than 
any other of the horsemen of death. 
A significant role in the Wo­ 
men's Field Army is played by a 
group of women who have been 
cured of cancer. This Cured Can­ 
cer club of the American Society 
for the Control of Cancer is under 
the leadership of Dr. Anna C. Pal­ 
mer, an 81-yeer-old woman who 
was cured of cancer of the heart 
18 years ago. Those who have had 
the disease and who have remain­ 
ed cured for five years are eligible. 
Cancer is a word which those of 
us who write for the public know 
as well as the public itself is re­ 
pulsive and disagreeable to most 
ears. 
8ome people will not even 
allow themselves to hear it or read 
it. 
That attitude was understand­ 
able in other days when little or 
nothing could be done to cure it, 
but now it is an anachronism. 
W ith Knowledge 
It would, indeed, be cruel and 
heartless were we to introduce this 
word had we nothing hopeful or 
constructive to say about it. 
But 
the very heart of this campaign Is 
that cancer fought with knowledge 
and fought early is curable. 
I myself have some first-hand 
knowledge of the efficacy of the 
public campaign. 
Dr. Stanley Re!- 
mann of Philadelphia, asked me to 
address an audience on cancer con­ 
trol there last year. He wrote me 
afterwards that he had records of 
seven people who had applied for 
early treatment as a result of the 
campaign. 
This is a practical ex­ 
ample of how it works.

Than Haphazard Cutting 


Of Land Into Lots 


There ie more to the proper sub- 
division of property than the hap­ 
hazard cutting up of acreage into 
the maximum number of small lots. 
On the contrary, they point out, 
it involves the adjustment and co­ 
ordination of streets, various types 
and 
sizes of lots, parks, 
play­ 
grounds, and commercial districts 
into a satisfactory aud complete 
plan. 
The developer should be guided j 
in the plotting of the property 
by the following considerations: 
1. The advice and assistance of 
a qualified subdivision planner will 
be effective in solving the many 
technical problems in connection 
with the plotting and improving of 
a subdivision. 
2. The city or regional plan 
should be followed, and suitable 
and generous provisions should be 
made for the extension of impor­ 
tant thoroughfares. 
3. 
Minor 
residential 
streets 
should be designed so as to dis­ 
courage through traffic, arranged 
so that the traffic flows toward the 
thoroughfares and, as far as prac­ 
tical, the streets intersect at right 
angles, thus eliminating wasteful 
pointed lots and traffic dangers. 
4. As far as practical, the streets 
should follow the contour of the 
land. 
5. Neighborhood store and local 
commercial sites should be set 
aside at important intersections 
and at suitable Intervals, with gen­ 
erous provisions for the parking of 
cars. 
6. 
In 
general, 
block 
lengths 
should not be less than 600 feet 
nor more than 1.000 feet in length, 
thus eliminating unnecessary cross 
streets: 
permanent cross walks 
should be provided midway when 
longer blocks are used. 
7. With the exception of row or 
group houses, lots should tend 
toward greater width 
and 
less 
depth. They preferably should be 
not less than 50 feet in width and

tion in light due to obstructions 
such as other buildings and shaded 
porches;

particularly bedrooms; (6) double 
exposure in principal rooms; (7) 
natural light and ventilation of 
stairways, 
corridors, 
and 
halls; 
(8) mechanical ventilating equip­ 
ment to remove odors from sendee 
area: (9) proximity to lot lines 
and adjoining buildings: (IO) re­ 
lation of accessory buildings to 
principal structure. 
Old homes which do not have 
enough natural light may be re­ 
modeled to provide a more gener­ 
ous glass area.

QUESTIONS

Q I have an old pine floor in my 
house, and In places it has cracked. 
I d o n ’t w ant to go to the expense 
at this time of having a new floor 
laid. W hat can I do? 


A. You can fill the cracks with 
hardwood strips. 
lf this is too 
much work. then a paste of saw. 
dust and glue can be poured into 
them. 
It 
Is 
unwise, 
no 
m atter 
which method is employed, to do 
the work in dam p w eather. 
• 


Q. I have noticed that some of 
the water pipes are leaking in both 
the 
joints 
and 
the 
pipes 
th em ­ 
selves. Can this be repaired, and 
la it costly? 
A. If the piping is exposed in 
the cellar, that part of the work 
will not be costly. 
It may be nec­ 
essary 
to tear up some of the 
flooring in the upper floors, but 
even this will not be unreasonably 
expensive. 


Q. What is considered the best 
height for display windows in a 
store? 
A. That depends on the type of 
merchandise. When clothing, fur­ 
niture, and plumbing and heating 
fixture* are shown the floor should 
be 
as 
low 
as 
possible. 
Hats, 
jew elry, and like articles should be 
shown 
at 
approxim ately 
table 
height. 


Q. Is brick veneer as satisfac­ 
tory as brick for a home? 
A. If properly constructed, brick 
veneer should give very satisfac­ 
tory results. 


Q. What is the best way to clean 
the limestone trim of a house? 
A. See a building-material deal­ 
er. He should he able to supply 
you with some good acid-free prep­ 


aration that will do the work w ith­ 
out dam aging the stone. 


Q. The porch posts of my sum ­ 
mer cottage have begun to rot at 
the bottom. Will I have to replace 
them entirely? 
A. Not necessarily. If they are 
not too far gone, the bad portions 
may be cut away and replaced.

m asonry or concrete base. It will 
prevent rotting.

Every home owner should check 
his roof for failures due to winter 
freezing and spring thawing, par­ 
ticularly lf the roof Is an old one. 
Damaged 
shingles should 
be 
re­ 
placed, and lf necessary the entire 
roof should be renewed to avoid 
more costly repairs to ceilings and 
furniture in the event of a leak. 
Most roofs of average pitch can 
be easily surveyed from the ground. 
Closeups can be obtained in some 
cases with the aid of field glasses 
or by leaning from a dorm er win­ 
dow. Common roof faults to 
be 
looked 
for are missing shingles, 
split shingles, curled shingles, pro­ 
jecting nails, and faulty flashing. 
In addition, a trip to the attic 
a fter a heavy rainstrom may re­ 
veal wet stains on the underside of 
the roof. Such stains eventually 
become 
dam aging 
leaks. 
If 
any 
failures are discovered, a roofer 
should be called in to m ake a thor­ 
ough Inspection. 
A num ber of fire-resistant shin­ 
gles 
are available 
for 
reroofing 
and m ay be applied directly over 
most shingled roofs. They include 
asbestos, 
slate, 
tile, 
metal, 
and 
asphalt shingles.

sensational, isn ’t likely to be the 
direct spark to set off a general 
European conflagration, although it 
might contribute to that end. 
This 
vest-pocket 
kingdom 
has 
been under the guardianship of ll 
Dure ever since the signing of the 
Italo-Albanlan alliance In 1928. The 
position a s regards Albanian inde­ 
pendence therefore 
is such that 
Britain and Fran ce would scarce­ 
ly 
be expected 
to treat 
M usso­ 
lini's step a s a cause for war. 
Taken from a broader viewpoint, 
however, 
the 
invasion 
presents 
num erous 
potent ialit tea 
h i g h l y 
dangerous to peace. W hile it is too 
soon to say Ju st what M ussolini’s 
Immediate 
purpose 
Is. 
observers 
generally accept the move as a 
Joint Italo-German affair designed 
to keep the B alkans from Joining 
the British "halt H itler” bloc of 
nations. 


V aluable A t Base 


Beyond this, one cannot overlook 
the value of Albania as a m ilitary 
and naval base In event of a Europ 
eau conflict. 
With Albania occupied by Italian 
m ilitary, there are numerous ways 
in which pressure could be brought 
to bear on neighboring countries, 
notably Y ugoslavia and Greece. 
Only time will reveal the Rome- 
Berlin 
axis 
designs, 
if 
Indeed 
M essrs. H itler and M ussblini have 
gone so far as to m ake concrete 
plans. Both o f therm chieftains be­ 
ing prim e opportunists, it’s quite 
on 
the books that the Albanian 
venture was undertaken a s a gen­ 
eral step in "the right direction” 
without the subsequent route bav 
tng been blocked out. 
From the standpoint of little Al 
bania herself, the position Is tragic, 
for none of the fiery Balkan peo 
pies 
cherish 
their 
Independence 
more than do the prim itive moun­ 
tain eer* of this country. Even the 
degree of supervision which M us­ 
solini baa im posed during the last 
decade has Irked the people no 
end. and m ade K ing Zog's task of 
governm ent much m ore difficult. 
Should ll Duce attem pt to Impose 


full suzerainty over Albania, with 
continued m ilitary occupation, be 
undoubtedly would have bis bands 
full of bother. The efforts of Zog's 
tiny arm y to halt the Italian In­ 
vasion already has dem onstrated 
that Mussolini has a wildcat by the 
tail. He will have guerilla w arfare 
to deal with Just so long a s he re­ 
m ains in the country. 


Financed By Roma 


However, he had laid the ground­ 
work for Just such a m ove a s now 
has been made. Italian arm y offi­ 
cers long have been In charge of 
training the Albanian arm y. Rom© 
bas more or less financed the gov- 
ernm ent of Tirana for year*. In­ 
cluding m aintenance o f the king. 
Highw ays 
suitable for m ilitary 
purposes have been driven to the 
borders. 
And 
the 
Italians 
have 
undertaken Industrial developm ent, 
especially In the oil field which 
has been producing a considerable 
am ount of petroleum that baa been 
taken over by Italy. 
Zog him self has proved to he a 
progressive 
ruler 
and 
has 
done 
much for h i* people despite his 
econom ic difficulties. He has de­ 
voted much energy to developing 
the educational system . 
The king has had a colorful ca­ 
reer of dangerous adventure, and 
he Is, credited with being one of 
the bravest of bis brave race. He 
was born of noble fam ily and at 
the age of 17 as chief he led the 
men of Mali against the Serbs be­ 
sieging Bhkod.a. He w as 29 when 
he becam e first president of the 
Albanian republic In 1924, and he 
was 32 when the assem bly pro­ 
claim ed him king. 
Zog escaped assassin ation many 
tim es, and m ore than once has 
fought 
his 
assailan ts 
with 
bare 
hands. Most of theae attem pts on 
his life were due to the blood-feud, 
or vendetta, which still p ersist* In 
Albania 
The king has been In constant 
danger, and a heavy guard sur­ 
rounded him when he appeared In 
public. H e even had to be careful 
about appearing on the balconies 
o f his palace in Tiran a because of 
the possibility that tom e feudist 
m ight take a shot at him with a 
rifle from the neighboring moun­ 
tains.

BURROS7 BIG APPETITE 
PERILS BOULDER GAME 


By I n t e r n a t i o n a l N a n * S m i t * . 
BOULDER CITY—Those pictur- 
esque little plodders of the south­ 
west — wild burros— have become 
so num erous in the Boulder dam 
recreational area that control m ea­ 
sures may be undertaken to as­ 
sure continued adequate food sup­ 
ply for the bighorn sheep in the 
country. 
Guy D. Edwards, national park 
service supervisor, estim ates there 
a re about 400 wild burros in the 
recreational area, all of which is 
a gam e preserve where protection 
is afforded all forms of wildlife. 
T he burros rove in bands, some­ 
times as m any as 15 or 2ft to a 
herd. ‘T hey possess voracious ap­ 
petites and will eat almost any­ 
thing within 
reach. 
Standing on 
hind legs, 
they pull leaves and 
twigs from trees. Areas they range 
finally 
become 
so denuded 
that 
sparse pickings are left for the big­ 
horn. 
Once num erous throughout the 
southwest, the bighorn sheep are 
comparatively scarce. A survey in­ 
dicates there 
may be not more 
than 250 in the recreational area. 
Edwards said a study is being 
m ade of the situation. 
“It 
may 
become 
necessary 
to 
trap some of the burros and trans­ 
port them to other section# of the 
southwest to assure a continued 
food supply for all native species 
of wildlife.”
